The stage is being set here in Washington for the Kennedy 
frontiersmen to ram a dangerous treaty through the Senate. 
This treaty is called the Organization for Economic Coop= 
eration and Development, ONCD. 


The backers of OHCD plan to take advantage of the "loop= 
hole" in the Constitution which the Bricker Amendment 
would have plugged. They know that a treaty can override 
the Constitution and they are trying in this way to re- 
peal Article I, Section 8 which bestows upon Congress the 
responsibility of regulating foreign trade and commerce. 


In addition to the Administration, the backers in- 
clude the same old high=pressure gang always found 
pushing proposals like this plus certain high fi- 
nance groupse Passage of OND will be a huge step 
in the direction of world government. It would 
legally recognize the principle that Congress has 
abandoned its Constitutional responsibility to reg= 
ulate foreign trade and promote a strong economy.

NO HURRY--IT JUST LOOKS THAT WAY! 

At this moment, the treaty is before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. J. W. Fulbright, Chairman, denies 
that he is trying to rush it to the Senate Floor for a 
quick vote. Yet the appearance he gives of undignified 
haste is certainly not dispelled by the fact that he has 
arbitrarily denied requests for an extension of hearings. 
It is possible that the treaty will be reported to the 
Floor as early as February 27 and voted on shortly after. 





Internationalist members of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, like Senators Fulbright, Sparkman and Symington, 
as well as the "daddy" of OECD himself, C. Douglas Dillon 
and even that old standby of liberalism, Sen. Jacob Jav~ 
its, have unanimously denied that OMCD is meant to be 
anything more. than a harmless "debating society." 
Strangely, however, they uphold the inclusion of language 
in the treaty which would give OKOD "decision" powers! 
The question is unanswered why, if the OKCD is merely a 
"debating society," its backers are unwilling to elimi- 
nate all questionable and tricky language (2).

trary, experienced observers of internationalists at 
work agree that ONCD is deliberately meant to legal= 
ize and strengthen the economic underpinnings of 
world government.

This issue rises far above partisan politics. Remember 

that George Washington, in his Farewell Address, warned 

against "the spirit of party." Our legislators must ex- 
amine any proposal on its own merits according to how it 
affects -American security and freedom, not according to 

what’ party sponsors it. The conservative Coalition can 

easily stop OECD from becoming the "law of the land" if 

it votes ‘together. It is up to YOU to see that Congress 
rises to its responsibilities and does just that.
